My  dear  Dr.  Nassau 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  the  7th  inst.,  the  Committee 
on  Africa  and  the  Executive  Council  reported  their  conference  of 
February  26th  with  you  and  with  Mr.  H.  H.  Hanill  and  the  Rev. 'Charles 
Erdman,  D.  D.,  and  your  feeling  and  that  of  your  relatives  that  the 
Board's  action  of  February  l5th,  if  allowed  to  go  on  the  formal  minute 
book  of  the  Board  to  be  reviewed  by  the  General  Assembly  and  made  a 
part  of  our  pernianent  mission  work,  would  be  interpreted  injuriously 
to  your  reputation  as  a missionary.  Fortunately , the  action  referred 
to  had  not  been  engrossed,  and  while  the  Board  disclaimed  any  infer- 
ence from  that  action  that  is  unjust  to  you,  yet  out  of  its  considera- 
tion for  you  as  an  honored  and  beloved  missionary,  and  for  your  friends 
who  are  also  our  friends,  the  Board  cordially  vc ted  to  rescind  that 
part  of  its  action  of  February  15th  which  refers  to  your  return  to 
the  field. 

The  Board  then  adopted  the  revised  report  of  the  Conimittee 
on  Africa  and  the  Executive  Cour;cil^.s  follov.'s: 

"The  Comiiiittee  on  Africa  and  the  Executive  Council  recomiiiend 
that  the  Board  be  advised  to  return  Br.  Nassau  to  his  field  whenever 
it  is  convenient  for  him  to  go  v/ith  the  approval  mecical  advis- 

er." 

You  will  note  that  these  are  the  very  words  prc posed  by 
Mr.  Hamill  in  the  conference  of  February  2Gth,  and  that  this  action 
is  now  wholly  disconnected  from  the  action  relating  to  the  visit  to 
the  field  of  Secretary  Halsey,  inasmuch  as  that  action  will  appear  in

the  minutes  of  the  Board  for  February  l5th,  while  the  action  relating 
to  your  return  will  appear  in  the  minutes  for  March  7th.  I have  writ- 
ten to  the  Mission  explaining  the  change  as,  of  course,  the  Board’s 
action  of  February  I5th  was,  in  accordance  with  our  custom,  promptly 
comjnuricated  to  the  Mission  concerned. 

On  account  of  my  absence  from  the  city  Saturday  and  Sunday 
last,  I did  not  receive  your  letter  of  March  4th  until  late  in  the  fore- 
noon of  the  7th.  It  w'as  then  too  late  to  communicate  with  you  prior 
to  the  Board  meeting  that  afternoon.  At  that  meeting,  I had  pleasure, 
in  compliance  with  your  request,  in  reading  your  letter  of  March  4th  in 
full.  I made  no  comment  or  reply,  but  the  Board  itself  took  the  fol- 
lOY/ing  action  and  instructed  me  tc  communicate  it  to  you: 

"The  Setretary  for  Africa  was  instructed  to  inform  the  Rev. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Nassau,  lof  the  ’.Vest  Africa  Mission,  that  his  letter  of  March 
4th,  pretesting  eiainst  the  Board’s  action  of  October  6th,  had  been  read 
in  full  to  the  Bosi’d,  but  that  the  Board  feels  that  it  would  be  unw'ise 
to  re-open  the  question  as  tc  the  necessity  of  the  Board’s  action  of 
October  6th;  that  the  Board  cannot  forego  its  right  to  ask  in  its  discre- 
tion any  Mission  to  express  its  judgment  as  to  the  expediency  of  re- 
taining on  the  field  any  missionary  under  its  care,  but  that  such  re- 
quests to  a Mission  are  not  to  be  interpreted  as  reflecting  upon  the  per- 
sonal character  of  the  missionaries  concerned." 

I trust,  my  dear  Doctor,  this  will  be  satisfactory  to  you  and 
that  you  will  feel  that  you  can  return  to  Africa  assured  of  the  warm  per- 
sonal regard  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Board. 

I send  a copy  of  this  letter  to  Mr.  Ham.ill  and  Dr.  Erdman  for 
th.eir  information.

My  dear  Dr.  Nassau 

During  my  tour  of  the  Missions  in  Asia,  I was  in  the 
habit  of  asking  each  conference  of  missionaries,  "".'hat  criticisms 
have  you  to  make  upon  the  Board?  It  will  be  a great  help  tc  m.e  if  yen 
will  speak  frankly,  for  if  we  are  doing  anyt’uing  that  v-ie  ought  not  to 
do,  we  want  to  know  it  and  correct  it."  In  several  places,  and  nota- 
bly in  Korea,  the  answer  was,  "The  Board  often  makes  trouble  on  the 

field  by  allowing  missionaries  on  furlougii  to  s(;e  letters  from  the 

1 

field  which  the  writers  intended  to  be  confidential  to  the  Board."

They  went  on  to  state  that  if  the  Board  wished  the  missionaries  to 
write  frankly  and  fully,  the  Board  must  regard  all  missionary  corres- 
pondence from  individuals  as  confidential,  except  of  course  where  the 
letters  gave  accounts  of  the  work  which  could  be  published  with  a 
view  to  increasing  missionary  interest  and  information  anong  the  home 
churches . 

I felt  th^t  the  criticism  was  a just  one  and  I immediately 
m.ade  the  rule  for  myself  and  asked  my  colleagues'  to  make  the  same 
rule  in  their  offices  that  hereafter  any  letter  from  an  individual  mis- 
sionary to  the  Secretary  of  the  Beard  should  be  strictly  confidential 
to  the  Board  unless  the  writer  expressly  authorized  m,e  to  show  it  to 
anyone  else.  I am  sure  that  you,  as  a missionary,  my  dear  Doctor,  will 
appreciate  the  importance  of  that  rule  and  that  you  will  be  glad  tc 
know  that  you  can  write  to  me  as  your  Secretary  with  entire  freedom, 
confident  that  you  are  writing  to  cne  who  will  not  betray  your  cenfi-

dence.  I do  not  say  that  you  would  want  tc  write  anything  that  you 
would  not  be  willing  to  hove  others  see  or  that  other  trisslonaries  do 
so,  but  it  seeirs  to  me  that  the  rule  is  a just  one.

'n'HEREAC:  The  physician  of  the  Government  of  the  Congo  Fran- 
cais  who  has  been  attending  Dr.  Nassau  in  his  sickness,  has  given  us  a 
certificate  declaringf  that  "there  would  be  real  danger  to  him  in  prolong- 
ing his  residence  in  such  a climate  as  that  cf  the  Congo,"  and  "that  Dr. 

Nassau  ought  to  go  home  by  the  quickest  means  possible." 

RESOLVED:  That  we  advise,  insisting  upon  it  if  necessary , that 
Dr.  Nassau  go  home  by  the  English  steamer  "Olenda which  will  probably 
be  in  Gaboon  in  a few  days." 

I am  glad  that  we  can  expect  you  and  Dr.  Hamill  and  I hope 
also  Dr.  Erdman  next  Friday  afternoon.  I earnestly  hope  that  our  con- 
ference may  prove  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  1 wish  to  assure  you 
in  advance,  my  dear  Doctor,  that  we  have  in  all  this  matter  acted  under 
the  impulse  of  a high|  personal  regard  for  you  and  of  an  earnest  desire  to 

do  everything  in  our  power  in  your  behalf*

I 
regret  that  I have  not  had  another  cppcrtur:*  ty  of  tt  Iking  with  you  since  my  inter- 
view with  Mr.  Hamill  and  with  Er.  Eoberts.  ,^.s  to  your  reference  to  my  letter,  I

quite  agree  with  what  you  say  in  correcting  my  statement  in  reference  to  the  first 
and  greatest  wrong.'  I made  a misstatement  in  using  the  word  " mission"  where  I in- 
tended tc  use;  the  word  " station".  \^hat  I meant  to  say  was,  that  the  first  and  greate 
est  wrong  was  done  you  at  the  Earaka  Station  as  related  in  your  memorandum.  What  I 
have  all  along  felt  was  a deep  regret  that  the  Board  took  no  cognizance  of  the  cruel 
treatment  to  which  you  were  submitted  there.  With  that  ir  nind  as  the  first  and  great 
est  wrong,*^  I then  agree  that  the  second  7^rong  was  done  you  by  the  action  of  the  Hoard 
through  Secretary  Brown  on  October  6th,  snd  that  the  third  wrong  was  the  report  of

the  miSBion.  I quite  agree  that  this  report  was  due  to  the  action  of  the  Boatd,  and 
Mae  affecteo  by  that  action.  All  that  I meant  in  my  letter  wae  tbie,-  that  Secre- 
tary Halsey  should  be  made  to  understand  the  circumstances  under  Mhich  you  Mere  driven 
from  the  field  last  August,  and  that  if  an  investigation  Mere  made  it  should  begin  at 
that  point  and  not  v.ith  the  action  of  the  Board  on  October  6th.  I also  agree  perfect- 
ly that  the  Board  ansMered  the  report  of  the  mission  by  absolutely  ignoring  it,  Mhile 
Dr.  Booth  declared  it  to  be  unkind  end  unchristian.*' 

As  to  the  suggestion  that  the  thought  has  ever  entered  the  mind  of  your 
friends  that  anything  bad  been  found  worthy  of  blame  in  your  conduct  or  character, 
please  believe  me  that  such  is  in  no  wise  the  case.  We  have  felt  all  along,  and  do 
feel,  that  you  have  been  wronged  in  the  entire  matter, while  your  own  course  has  been 
patient  and  kindly  ana  Christian.  The  only  difficulty  has  beon  to  determine  the  way 
in  which  the  wrong  cculd  be  righted.  On  consulting  with  Dr.  Roberts,  it  seemed  to  be 
the  impression  that  little  could  be  hoped  from  any  action  of  the  General  Assembly.  It 
would  probably  be  declared,  that  while  the  action  of  the  Board  may  not  have  been  care—

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ful  it  was  within  the  disoretionary  rights  of  the  Eoarc  to  send  the  objectionable 
message  to  the  mission.  Vte  do  not  for  a moment  defend  the  Hoard;  I am  only  stating 
what  was  prophesied  as  the  probable  action,  but  it  was  furthermore  feared  that  to 
connect  any  discussion  with  your  name,  might  possibly  create  a suspicion  in  the 
Church  at  large  that  something  of  some  kind  had  been  wrong  in  your  course.  We_k5iai2_ 
that  nothing  has  been,  and  therefore  it  was  thought  best  at  that  conference  that  no- 
thing should  be  risked  by  an  open  discussion  in  the  Assembly,  which  on  other  occas- 
ions has  been  found  to  stand  by  the  Hoard,  even  when  there  was  apparently,  considerabl 
ground  for  a difference  of  opinion*  I was  not  able  to  remain  to  the  close  of  the 
conference  between  Kr*  Hamill  and  Dr.  Hoberts,  and  have  not  been  able  to  see  tjtzem 
since,  but  such  seemed  to  be  their  impression,  and  the  conclusion  seemed  to  be  this,- 
that  it  would  be  better  for  you  to  return  to  the  field  without  resigning,  taking  the 
Board  at  its  word,  when  it  suggests  your  return,  and  prays  for  prosperity  and  bles- 
sings upon  your  work.  Hut  in  case  Dr.  Brown  as  an  individual,  or  the  mission,  or 
the  Board,  shall  cause  you  any  distress  or  discomfort,  you  are  to  resign  at  once,  and 
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to  depend  upon  your  friends  here. for  all  needed  support  and  encouragement.  As  I said 
before,  I shall  count  it  a very  great  honor  to  be  of  any  service  to  you  in  this  par- 
ticular, and  to  any  extent  within  my  poeer,  whether  your  connection  with  the  Board  is 
severed  now  or  after  your  return  to.  Africa.  I shall  however  hope  to  see  you  in  Buf- 
falo, and  to  there  enjoy  the  privilege  of  fully  reviewing  with  you  the  whole  matter. 

I am  awaiting  any  word  from  Prof.  Bib^  . or  Hamill^  and  shall  be  very 

glad  to  meet  them  at  any  time  or  place  suggested,  and  to  cooperate  with  them  in  any 
possible  way  in  your  behalf.

You  doubtless  know  that  the  failure  of  the  Mission  to  hear  from 
the  Beard  for  so  long  a period  v/as  due  to  the  f?ct  that  I wa-s  ill  v/ith 
typhoid  fever  fer  five  months.  I gave  my  first  attention  to  Africa 
on  ray  return  to  the  oiffioe,  and  by  the  time  you  rrrohed  Kew  York  my 
letters  hT'd  already  rijsached  Africa  announcing  the  iioldcy  to  he  follov;ed. 

I have  c:"refully'  read  your  .'aemoranduin  7/hich  I found  on  niy  desk 
on  returning  to  the  office.  As  you  imy  v;ell  imagine',  I perused  it  v;ith 
deep  and  painful  inte()rest.  I have  not  yet  had  opport:unity  to  confer 
v;ith  !Ir.  Hand  end  Dr. Ii Halsey  v^ho  met  you  v;hen  you  7^cre  in  Hew  Yovk^ 
but  who  are  away  on  tjjieir  vacations  now.  Perhrps  it  would  be  v/lse 
for  me  to  let  the  mat)j:er  rest  until  their  return,  "r.  Speer  and  I are 
alone  in  the  office  nW,  and  neither  of  us  were  here  to  see  you  when 
you  come.

This  docs  not  mean  that  I will  not  glacly  acquiesce  in  the 
Board's  judgment  and  do  my  best  to  aid  you  in  your  v/prk  in  Batanga 
in  every  way  possible.

I am  a strong  believer  in  the  coast  work,  Batanga  as  well 
as  the  other  stations,  and  will  advocate  it  to  the  best  of  my  abil- 
ity when  occasion  ,|equires.  I recognize  the  sjlendid  work  which 
has  been  done  on  tjhe  coast  by  you  and  your  co-laborers,  and  it  was 
only  a stern  nece^fcity  that  compelled  me  after  (much  hesitation  to 
decide  as  I did  ib  your  individual  case  or  in  tlha  t of  Mr.  Milligan, 


Now,  my  dear  b|"other,  if  I can  be  of  any  serjvice  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  write  me  at  any  time  and  you  will  find  tin  me  a strong  ad-

You  may  have  heard  by  this  time  that  I am  in  this 


country  and  that  we  have  sent  in  our  resignation,  so  as  to  relieve  the 
Board  of  further  burden.  I arrived  in  New  York  last  Sunday.  Miss  Nassau 
had  asKed  me  to  let  you  Know  when  I was  coming.  As  I had  four  days  to 
wait  at  Southampton  before  I could  come  on,  I had  written  Mr. Hand  direct- 
ing the  letter  "via  Liverpool",  so  as  to  come  v/ith  one  steamer  earlier. 

I had  told  him  in  that  that  I was  coming  on  the  "NewYork"  and  asked  him 
to  notify  you  about  it.  I felt  so  sure  that  he  would  get  that  letter  at 
least  a day  before  I would  arrive  that  I did  not  cable.  But  when  I arrivecA 
in  New  YorK,  there  was  no  one  to  meet  me  and  I knew  then  that  my  letter 
had  not  been  received.  Mr. Hand  was  not  in  his  office  on  Monday  and  I 
did  not  know  on  Sunday  where  I might  telegraph  to  you  so  that  you  could 
come  to  New  York  bn  Monday.  I could  not  well  stay  over  as  I was  anxious 
to  get  home.  I leftMonday  evening  at  six. 

I presume  that  Miss  Nassau  told  you  of  the  good  time  we  had  at  the 
meeting, --at  least  while  I was  present.  The  last  day  there  was  just  a 
little  cloud  threatening,  about  the  Milligan  and  Ford  affair.  I hope 
all  unpleasantness  was  avoided. 

Of  course,  you  were  assigned  to  Batanga,  and  will  no  doubt  be  made 
S.S.  of  Batanga.  I hope  Eduma  is  pastor  of  ifribi.  The  people  had  promised 
100  Marks  towards  his  salary  and  called  him  to  become  their  pastor.  I 
was  confident  that  the  money  was  not  a mere  promise.  It  was  virtually 
all  in  sight.  The  self-support  hid  kept  up  and  the  aggregate  sum  raised 
for  schools  in  the  Batanga  district  was  nearly  600  Marks.  I thinx  that 
was  well  done, 

.1  am  sorry  we  have  not  been  able  to  stay  in  the  worx.  It  makes  us 
feel  as  if  we  had  broken  home  ties  and  were  cast  a^drift  in  the  world. 

But  I trust  the  Lord  will  soon  show  us  where  our  work  now  lies. 

The  re-enforcements  for  Africa  give  great  promise  of  success.  I pray

that  they  may  all  be  spared.  But  new  I must  close,  ^fould  be  oleas^d  to 
hear  from  you  again.

ACTIOH  of  BARAKA  STATION, 

June  29th,  1903. 

"Dear  Dr.  Brown:-  On  the  evening  of  June  17th,  the  members  of 
Baraka  station  together  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams,  who  were  invited  to 
join  with  us,  took  the  following  action: 

*WHEREAS ; The  physician  of  the  Governm.ent  of  the  Congo  Fran- 
cais,  who  has  been  attending  Dr.  Nassau  in  his  sickness,  has  given  us 
a certificate  declaring  that  'there  would  be  real  danger  to  him  in  pro- 
longing his  residence  in  such  a climate  as  that  of  tjje  Congo,  ' and  'that 
Dr.  Nassau  ought  to  go  home  by  the  quickest  means  possible.* 

'RESOLVED : That  we  advise  , insisting  upon  it  if  necessary, 
that  De.  Nassau  go  home  by  the  English  steamer  "Olenda,"  which  will 
probably  be  in  Gaboon  in  a few  days . * " 

action  OF  THE  WEST  AFRICA  MISSION, 

December,  1903. 

"Your  Committee  appointed  to  frame  such  answer  as  might  be  best 
to  the  question  of  Dr.  Nassau's  return  to  the  field,  as  raised  in  Sec- 
retary Brown's  letter  of  Oct.  7th,  report  as  follows:  In  view  of  all 
the  circumstances  we  recommend,  1st.-  That  a cablegram  be  sent  to  the 
Board  saying  what  shall  be  equivalent  in  the  code  to  "Nassau  wait. 

2lad.-  That  the  following  explanatory  letter  be  sent  by  the  first  mail. 
The  Mission  recognized  that  while  other  circumstances  might  have  jus- 
tified Dr.  Nassau's  removal  from  Baraka  station,  the  urgency  of  his 
recent  return  to  America  was  based  only  upon  the  consideration  of  his 
ill-health  and  the  statement  of  the  French  physislan  at  Gaboon  re com- 
menairg  his  going  to  o Mttsr  clin.ate  than  that  of  Africa.  The  Kis- 
sion  also  approved  of  the  return  of  Dr.  Sossau  to  the  field  as  soon  as 
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soon  as  he  may  wish  and  as  his  condition  of  health  may  justify.  And 
in  view  Ojf^certain  unpleasant  relations  in  which  Dr.  Nassau  has  been 
; involved  Pas^ears,  the  Mission  very  earnestly  desires  that  on 


( his  return  to  the  field  he  endeavor  more  earnestly  to  live  in  har- 

■ mony  with  his  fellow  —missionaries  and.  to  avoid  sticli.  relations  witVl 

'{  natives  as  might  cause  talk  and  prove  a stumbling  block  to  the  cause 
i of  Christ." 


ACTION  OF  THE  BOARD, 

February  I5th,  1904. 


"After  a careful  and  prolonged  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject, it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board: 

First:  That  the  Board  be  advised  to  sanction  the  return 
of  Dr.  Nassau  to  his  field  whenever  it  is  convenient  for  him  to  go 
with  the  approval  of  his  medical  adviser. 

Second:  That  the  Board  affectionately  counsel  Dr.  Nassau 
to  seek  to  make  his  rssfixsry  return  to  the  field  in  which  he  has  labor- 
ed with  such  success  for  over  forty  years  and  where  his  remaining  years 
of  labor  must,  in  the  course  of  nature,  necessarily  be  few,  the  occa- 
tion  of  an  increase  of  harmony  among  those  who  are  engaged  with  him  in 
that  work,  that  the  full  enjoyment  of  Christian  fellowship  and  success 
be  realized  on  that  important  and  interesting  field. 

Third:  That  in  view  of  the  conditions  existing  in  the  West 
Africa  Mission,  the  Committee  and  the  Council  recommend  that  Secretary 
Halsey  and  some  m.ebber  of  the  Board  be  sent  out  if  possible  during  this 
present  calendar  year  with  full  power  to  counsel  with  the  brethren  con- 
cerning the  difficulties  of  their  position  and  any  changes  which  the  in- 
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terests  of  the  work  may  require.  Such  a visitation  appears  to  be 
especially  important  in  view  of  the  fact  that  suggestions  of  a dif- 
fering and  often  conflicting  character  have  c<pe /to  the  office  from 
the  brethren  of  this  field,  and  that  the  condificys  of  labor  there  are 
in  some  respects  quite  peculiar  in  our  missions’ll  experience . We, 
therefore,  feel  that  such  a visitation  promptlV  accomplished  could 
not  fail  to  bring  about  some  very  important  and  beneficial  results."

Your  letter  came  today  and  I will  an^er  immediately. 


Enjanja  came  here  and  complained  that  his  wife  had  received  presents 
irom  you,  and  that  he  suspected  somethins:  wron^.  I rebuked  him  sharply  anoL 
said  that  very  1 ikely. Mwadakuku  had  done  you  some  avor  in  work^e.g.  sew- 
ing^ and  you  gave  her  a little  present  as  an  acknowledgement  of  the  favor. 

I told  him  he  must  not  judge  such  a thing  by  the  standard  oi  the  heathen 
native.  He  went  away.  But  a lew  days,  -or  it  may  have  oeen  longer,  after 
that^ I had  official  business  in  Kribl  and  as  I stepped  up  to  the  Govern- 
ment office,  Mr.Mbhllng  was  giving  Enjanja  a severe  lecture.  The  latter 
was  there  with  his  wife.  As  it  was  given  through  an  Interpreter,  I heard-j^ 
it  in  German.  When  Mr.Miihllng,  was  through,  he  t'r^ed  to  me  and  said. 

That  fellow  Is  trying  to  implicate  your  senior  missionary  in  wrong  conductT 
towards  his  wife,  how  preposterous!  I guess  he  will  mind  his  own  business 
alter  this.  (Or  something  to  that  effect.)  As  Enjanja  had  been  here  before 
he  went  to  Kribi,  I said.  He  tried  to  ao  the  same  jfci^me. 

Some  Sunday  after  that,  we  were  at  Miss  Nassau's  after  servi< e and 
she  had  heard  that  Enjanja  had  been  in  Kribi  with  his  wife,  making  com- 
plaints against  her.  I started  to  tell  what  he  had  been  trying  to  accuse 
her  of  but  Mrs. Gault  interrupted  me  for  some  reason.  This  was  in  the 
presence  of  your  sister.  Afterwards  Mrs. Gault  asked  me  privately  about  it 
and  I told  her.  If  I remember  rightly,  she  said,  I am  glad  you  did  not 

tell  it  before  Miss  Nassau,  it  might  have  hurt  her.  - ^

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The  talk  about  the  lack  of  stroil^  nien  in  the  ministry  is 
nonsense ; the  average  clcrgA  inan  in  the  denominations 
that  demand  thorough  education  is  as  strong  mentally, 
physically  and  morally  as  the  average  man  in  any  sphere; 
there  is  scarcely  a town  in  the  country  without  at  least 
one  minister  who  is  above  the  average  of  the  men  around 
him.  These  men  could  in  other  spheres  win  more  com- 
forts and  satisfy  worldly  ambitions  better  than  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  Church.  Many  of  the  best  educated  and  most 
effective  men  in  America  are  ministers.  \\'e  must  look 
further  than  selfishness  for  motives  in  entering  the  minis- 
try in  a great  majority  of  cases.  We  must  remember  that 
young  men  commonly  are  filled  with  enthusiasm,  are 
impressionable,  are  not  generally  coldly  calculating  in 
anything;  tliey  give  themselve^^ to  patriotisiir  to  friend- 
ship, to  love,  to  art,  to  study.  Why  shoulT  those  who 
take  up  religious  work  be  supposed  to  be  more  cold-blood- 
edly worldly  than  others?

REV.  ALFORD  KELLEY. 

The  Assembly  having  adjourned  on  Saturday  after- 
noon, about  one  hundred  Commissioners,  who  could  not 
get  home  before  Sunday,  remained  at  Winona  until  Mon- 
day. 

Saturday  afternoon  was  given  up  to  trips  on  land  and 
water,  the  free  use  of  the  automobile  and  boats  having 
been  granted.  On  Sunday  morning  Bihle-school  was 
held.  There  were  j)resent  over  two  hundred  persons, 
mostly  adults.  At  the  study  period  these  were  divided 
into  a number  of  classes,  which  were  taught  by  Commis- 
sioners mainly,  and  were  assigned  to  different  parts  of 
the  floor  and  gallery,  reminding  one  of  the  electing  sec- 
tions and  committees  of  the  Assembly. 

At  the  hour  of  worship  every  one  was  pleased  to  sec 
that  the  Moderator  was  again  the  preacher  of  the  day. 
Dr.  Moffat,  notwithstanding  the  strain  of  the  past  ten 
da)s  of  a strenuous  Assembly,  had  willingly  granted 
the  request  that  he  preach. 

With  his  usual  self-retirement  he  made  no  reference 
to  himself  or  to  the  Assembly,  but  preached  a strong 
Gospel  sermon  from  “Ye  thought  evil  against  me,  but 
God  meant  it  unto  good,”  Gen.  50:  20.  A consecra- 
tion meeting  at  four  o’clock,  at  Indian  Mound,  was  led 
by  Rev.  J.  W'ilbur  Chapman,  D.D.,  who  also  conducted, 
in  the  evening,  a praise,  prayer,  preaching  and  final  conse- 
cration service.  A grand  day,  as  were  all  the  days  of  the 
great  Assembly,  full  of  good  things  leading  to  the  Commis- 
sioners becoming  more  fully  partakers  of  the  divine 
nature,  to  the  glory  of  God  and  their  own  preparation  to 
be  enrolled  in  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the 
first-born,  which  are  written  in  heaven.  Persons  at 
W’inona  and  the  residents  at  Warsaw  are  still  talking  of 
the  .Assembly.  The  universal  impression  is  that  it  was 
noted  for  the  good  feeling  among  those  whose  views 
widely  differed:  humor,  of  ancient  origin  and  spontane- 
ous generation;  impulse  toward  personal  spirituality;  and 
stimulus  to  evangelize  the  world.  I will  spend  my  vaca- 
tion here.  The  other  members  of  the  family  having 
planned  their  vacations  for  August  and  July.  I am  taking 
mine  in  June.  And  what  more  beautiful,  healthful  and 
helpful  resort  could  one  have?  To  paraphrase  Oliver 
Goldsmith : 

Wliere  health  and  plenty  cheer  the  gathering  train.” 
“Winona!  loveliest  village  of  the  plain. 

No  wonder  the  people  are  beginning  to  come  from  the 
four  ([uarters  of  the  land  and  globe  for  enjoyment,  resto- 
ration and  inspiration.  Here  one  finds  country,  city,  parks, 
shore,  school  and  theological  seminary,  all  combined  in 
one  ever  increasingly  successful  institution.  There  are 


three  or  four  hundred  persons  now  in  the  Park.  1 am  the 
only  Commissioner  left.  It  has  been  wondered  that  more 
did  not  remain  for  a visit.  Doubtless  later  in  the  sum- 
mer is  the  generally  preferred  period  for  outings.  There 
being  no  one  here  with  whom  1 played  tennis  during  the 
Assembly  recreation  hour,  and  not  caring  to  go  rowing 
alone.  I strolled  the  other  morning  over  to  the  auditorium 
and  took  exercise  by  helping  the  organ  builder  to  raise 
the  heavy  front  pipes  into  place.  Then  I furnished  air — 
cold — through  the  bellows  for  testing.  Thus  I aided 
in  erecting  W'inona’s  pipe  organ,  and  was  the  first  blower 
to  work  the  bellows  for  the  first  organist.  When  a boy 
I w^  clerk  in  a wholesale  dry  goods  house ; while  a col- 
leg*^  student,  a peripatetic  intelligence  dispenser,  alias  a 
traveling  hook  agent:  as  a country  parson,  a farmer:  and 
now  an  organ  builder.  I wonder  for  what  my  diversified 
occupations  are  the  preparation ! 

I frequently  wander  through  the  familiar  auditorium, 
where  so  recently  sat  distinguished  preaching  and  ruling 
elders  of  the  Church.  With  apologies  to  tiie  author  of 
“The  Deserted  \'illage"  for  changing  his  lines, 

“These,  far  departing,  seek  their  scattered  shore, 

Assembly  mirth  and  manner  are  no  more.” 

As  a result  of  their  departure, 

“One  only  master  grasps  the  whole  domain,” 

and  that  autocratic  one  is  your  contributor.  I spread  my 
single  self  out  until  1 am  the  whole  body  of  high  private 
Commissioners.  Ascending  tlie  platform  and  assuming 
every  office  from  temporary  clerk  to  Moderator,  I try  to 
imagine  how  it  feels  to  be  greatness.  Then  I make 
motions,  introduce  resolutions,  debate  questions  ad  viul- 
titudinem — with  non^  nervously  waiting  his  turn  to 
motion  or  resolute,  and  ad  infinitum — with  no  one  to  irri- 
tatedly  seek  the  aid  of  standing  orders  and  rules  in 
restricting  the  duration  of  my  oration.  I put  all  the 
questions  and  declare  everything  passed  unanimously. 
But  all  this  association  witli  greatness  is  only  imaginary ! 

And  yet  I am  really  connected  with  distinction,  infor- 
mation to  that  effect  having  just  been  given  me  by  Rev. 
J.  B.  Eakins,  Ph.I).,  the  bishop  of  St.  Clairsville,  Ohio, 
the  home  of  my  distant  relatives  and  of  the  Moderator 
in  boyhood.  It  appears  that  the  Moderator’s  father’s 
second  wife  was  the  mother  of  a judge,  whose  wife  was 
the  daughter  of  a physician,  who  was  my  'steenth,  at 
least  forty-second  cousin.  I have  always  understood  why 
I admired  the  manliness,  ability  and  modesty  of  Dr. 
Moffat,  like  Lincoln,  the  “plain,  great  man,”  as  he  has 
been  called.  Now  I know  wliy  I felt  a brotherly  interest 
in  him.  We  are  close  ( ?)  blood  relations.  Had  this  fact 
been  known  at  the  opening  of  the  Assembly,  your  hum- 
ble servant  might  have  been  made  a chairman,  possibly 
of  the  Temperance  Committee.  A strong  report  could 
then  have  been  presented  to  the  Assembly  by  the  Com- 
mittee. all  of  them  sharing  equally  the  responsibility 
between  them.  A single  Commissioner  then  would  have 
found  it  unnecessary  independently  to  advocate  an 
advanced  position  by  the  Assembly,  and  he  would  have 
escaped  the  reward  suggested  by  one  conservative,  when 
he  remarked : “Your  life  won’t  be  worth  living  wlien  you 
get  back  to  Philadelphia!” 

Joking  aside,  there  is  at  the  cottage  where  I am  board- 
ing, a lady,  Mrs.  S.  M.  Allport,  who  is  the  sister  of  Rev. 
George  C.  Haddock,  whose  strong  position  on  temperance 
led  to  his  death  by  shooting  by  saloon  men  in  Sioux  City, 
Iowa,  twenty  years  ago.  Saloon  men  can  be  expected 
to  oppose  temperance  sentiment,  but  why  shoukl  there 
not  be  perfect  unanimity  among  Christians  in  seeking 
total  abstinence  and  legal  prohibition  always  and  every- 
where? May  the  tirne,  when  the  Presbyterian  Church 
as  a whole  will  take  that  reasonable  position,  come  before 
many  more  Assemblies  pass  into  history! 
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discourtesy  of  refusal  of  a pipe  by  a visitor,  I,  in  good 
conscience,  thought  I would  try  to  learn.  One  day,  after 
a hearty  dinner,  I bought  a good  cigar,  and  began.  But, 
presently,  I was  conscious  that  I had  two  heads  and  four 
eyes  and  several  stomachs.  The  results  were  so  disastrous 
that  I failed  to  attend  Dr.  Hodge’s  lecture  on  theolog)'^ 
that  afternoon.  I did  not  try  again  to  learn.  I concluded 
not  to  go  to  Turkey;  and  I went  to  Africa.  I have  spent 
the  majority  of  the  years  of  my  life  in  that  far-off  strange 
land.  The  life  there  is  a trying  one;  not  simply  on  its 
physical  side,  in  its  exposure  to  dangerous  malarial  fever, 
but  in  the  deprivation  of  most  of  what  civilized  and  edu- 
cated men  hold  dear.  When,  on  my  occasional  furloughs, 
I resume  again  my  place  among  Christians,  gentlemen, 
and  litterateurs,  I derive  from  them  for  my  upbuilding 
as  miidi  benefit  as  my  body  derives  from  the  physician’s 
tonics.  It  fitted  happily  into  this  present  furlough  that 
I could  attend  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  my  graduation; 
and  I assure  you  I have  been  enjoying  Commencement 
to  the  top  of  my  bent.  (Voices:  ‘Yes,  you  seemed  to  be, 
last  Saturday!’)  Yes,  Sir,  I was!  I think  that  no  one 
of  those  thousands  entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  occasion 
more  than  I.  (A  voice:  ‘No  one  had  a better  right.’) 

“Sir,  on  the  street  this  afternoon,  a lady  archly  said  to 
me,  T heard  you  danced  on  the  baseball  field  on  Satur- 
day!’ Well,  gentlemen,  I thought  1 was  conducting 
myself  wdth  eminent  propriety  on  that  occasion.  (A  voice: 
‘You  were.’)  But  if  I ‘danced’  I’ll  explain  to  you  why. 
Once,  there  was  a great  king  of  the  Hebrews.  The  Ark 
of  his  Jehovah  had  been  lost  in  battle.  Years  afterward, 
it  was  recovered,  and  was  brought  home  with  rejoicing 
and  bands  of  music.'  So  glad  was  this  king  in  the 
recovery  of  a great  treasure  that,  in  his  exultation,  he 
seized  a harp  and  sang  to  its  music,  moving  his  body  with 
its  music,  and  under  the  applause  of  the  female  singers. 
His  jealous  wife  chided  him  for  a lack  of  dignity.  But 
he  justified  himself  by  saying  that  he  had  ‘danced  before 
the  Lord.’  And  so,  gentlemen,  when,  last  Saturday,  I, 
who  ten  months  ago  had  come  from  Africa  sick  and 
broken,  felt  the  bounding  life  of  restored  strength  tin- 
gling in  my  veins,  and  the  music  of  the  bands  of  ’74  and 
’84  surging  through  my  muscles,  perhaps  my  feet  moved 
synchronously  with  their  rhythm.  If  so,  I tell  you.  I 
‘danced  before  the  Lord’  in  the  joy  of  new  life  and 
restored  health.  I could  honestly,  gratefully  and  solemnly 
have  kneeled  in  the  dust  of  that  athletic  track,  and  have 
thanked  God  for  the  joy  af  living.  Such  scenes  as  this 
Commencement  gives,  and  such  kind  receptions  as  you 
have  accorded  me,  make  me  glad  that  I am  a Princetonian, 
make  me  grateful  for  friends  old  and  new.  Again  I thank 
you  for  your  courtesy.” 

There  were  many  speeches  by  others  on  various  topics. 
And  we  did  not  disperse  till  2 a.  ni.  of  Tuesday. 

The  excitement  of  the  evening  was  still  in  my  brain  on 
Tuesday  morning,  the  14th,  as  1 came  to  breakfast.  I 
was  a little  late  and  the  other  members  of  the  family  were 
already  at  the  table.  To  amuse  them,  I entered  the  room 
singing,  “We  won’t  go  home  till  morning;”  and  skipping 
around  the  table  I accidentally  knocked  the  coffee-pot  off 
the  table  to  the  floor.  I think  that  for  a moment  they 
all  doubted  the  source  of  my  exuberance ; and  there 
was  a hearty  laugh  at  my  expense. 

About  10  a.  m.  of  that  day  class  of  ’54  met  in  one  of 
the  L’niversity  recitation  rooms.  To  our  great  delight 
there  were  twelve  men  present,  and  the  majority  of  them 
were  over  70  years  of  age.  None  of  them  were  keyed 
up  to  my  quick  tone.  Their  look  on  life  was  depressing. 
Even  the  youngest  man  was  less  vigorous  than  I. 

About  noon  we  came  together  on  the  campus,  to  form 
in  procession  to  the  alumni  banquet  in  the  new  gymna- 
sium. The  faculty,  alumni  and  others  marched  in  order 


of  age,  but  without  academic  dress.  .\  member  of  the 
faculty,  Rev.  C.  \V.  Shields.  D.D.,  LL.D.,  of  the  class  of 
’44,  walked  just  in  front  of  us.  as  an  alumnus,  and  as 
the  only  representative  of  his  class.  Our  class  was  placed 
at  the  head  of  one  of  the  four  long  tables,  near  the  cross 
table  at  which  sat  President  Wilson,  the  chairman,  Mr. 
J.  W.  Alexander,  and  the  speakers  chosen  to  represent 
their  classes.  I was  invited  to  sit  at  the  short  table  and 
pronounce  the  grace  before  eating,  but  1 preferred  to 
remain  with  my  class,  all  of  whom  were  sitting  together, 
except  Poe  who  was  at  the  short  table  as  our  representa- 
tive. Over  1000  men  were  standing  at  the  tables  wait- 
ing for  the  signal  to  be  seated.  The  chairman  spoke, 
saying  that  Princeton  was  accustomed  to  provide  some 
new  feature  at  each  Commencement,  and  on  this  occa- 
sion he  was  glad  to  have  the  use  of  an  ‘‘old  Nassau,”  on 
whom  he  would  call  to  say  grace.  When  the  cheering  at 
this  reference  to  the  name  of  the  chief  Princeton  song 
(“Old  Nassau’’)  had  subsided,  I asked  a short  blessing. 
And  we  were  seated. 

When  the  time  for  speeches  came,  Rev.  Dr.  .Shields, 
of  ’44,  made  a beautifully  literary  address,  closing  with 
“morituri  salutamus.”  He  has  since  died.  Judge  Poe 
followed  for  ’54  with  a spread-eagle  speech ; others  fol- 
lowed for  ’64,  ’74,  ’84,  and  ’94.  each  one  markedly 
different  in  topic  and  style.  And  a special  one.  a poem 
was  read,  commemorative  of  the  building  of  their  dormi- 
tory by  the  class  of  ’79. 

At  our  class  dinner,  there  was  general  conversation, 
but  no  speeches.  Toward  the  close,  some  asked  me 
about  the  religions  of  Africa.  I rc[)lied  in  a quiet  descri])- 
tion  that  soon  attracted  the  attention  of  all ; and  it  resulted 
in  a fifteen-minute  story  of  African  superstition. 
Wakeman  was  specially  interested.  I told  the  others  I 
wanted  to  take  to  Africa  the  class  iiennon  I had  carried: 
and  it  was  voted  that  I retain  personal  possession  of  it. 

The  story  of  Commencement  Day  has  been  very  often 
told.  There  was  nothing  in  it  unusual  or  new.  I marched 
with  the  procession,  wearing  my  academic  robes,  and 
was  assigned  by  the  Marshal  a place  immediately  after 
the  faculty  and  before  all  the  other  classes.  Notwithstand- 
ing all  the  fatigues.  I felt,  and  still  feel,  the  wine  of 
manhood  in  my  veins.  But  the  time  has  come  for  my 
return  to  my  work  in  the  land  that  is  far  away.  But  I 
go  with  renewed  health  and  strength,  with  gratitude  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  happiness  of  the  furlough  at 
home,  and  with  the  little  pennon  of  orange  and  black 
with  its  legend,  Princeton  *54,  as  a souvenir  of  a very 
happy  day  in  a missionary’s  life.

It  may  be  thaKa  few  have  selfish  motives  irf  entering 
the  church,  but  the  mmi  who  would  go  inl<^he  ministry 
for  personal  comfort  w-ohld  not  know  wha^ie  w^as  doing; 
the  average  clergyman  wohld  have  far  >nore  comfort  in 
other  work.  I know  a youn&  physj^an,  the  son  of  a 
minister,  who  the  other  day  re^^d^d  for  one  surgical 
operation  half  as  much  money  as  hi?*^ther’s  yearly  salary. 
The  man  without  exceptional  whoS^uld  go  into  the 
ministrv  for  ambition  woul^ not  kno\^what  he  was 
doing,  for  the  Church  affo^s  neither  large^laries  nor 
fame  for  mediocre  mey  The  ministers  wffeh  excep- 
tional powers  would  be  yill  more  famous  in  other  sj^heres ; 
there  are  men  in  the  infriistry  to-day  who  could  haveS^^  ii 
Governors,  Senators/noted  financiers,  if  we  may  juo^ 
by  the  abilities  m^ifested  in  their  present  profession^

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excited  spirit,  and  the  step  of  my  two  companions  seeme'd 
slow  and  unsympathetic. 

It  was  a splendid  scene  as  we  arrived  on  the  field.  The 
tiers  of  seats  on  the  stands  were  filled  with  probably 
fifteen  thousand  spectators:  the  under  classes  were  out  in 
force  vociferating  the  University  yell : the  baseball  teams 
were  in  preliminary  practice:  the  merry  bands  were  mar- 
tial : the  day  was  clear,  a beautiful  day  in  June.  A few 
members  of  “'64”  and  “'69”  had  by  this  time  straggled 
in  between  “'54’'  and  “'74.”  The  parade  marched  once 
around,  when  the  Marshal  cried  “a  second  time."  Baker 
and  Jessup  objected  to  that  second  time^  but  they  finally 
yielded  and  we  went  around  again.  The  figures  on  my 
pennon,  *‘P.  '54,"  were  observed  and  applauded  by  many 
in  the  crowd.  Then  we  took  our  seats  and  the  baseball 
game  was  played.  I do  not  understand  the  game,  and  was 
not  specially  interested.  I was  not  very  much  enthused 
even  by  the  fact  that  Princeton  won.  But  the  crowd 
that  did  understand  and  that  loved  baseball,  and  the 
Princetonians  who  shouted  at  the  victory,  broke  loose. 
All  the  more  recent  classes,  who  were  dressed  in  fan- 
tastic costumes,  whirled  across  the  field,  dancing  and 
singing  college  songs.  The  Marshal  called  for  a parade 
around,  pronounced  pe-rade,  to  celebrate  the  victory.  I 
was  carried  away  with  the  current  of  enthusiasm,  and  said 
to  my  comrades,  “Come  on!  fellows!"  “No,”  they  said, 
“we  are  too  tired.”  “Have  you  any  objection  to  my 
taking  the  flag,  and  going  alone?”  “No;  take  it,  and 
represent  us.” 

The  classes  of  ’64,  ’69  and  ’74  had  disappeared  from 
the  field  ; those  of  ’84  and  later  dates  were  forming  in  line. 
I said  to  the  leader  of  ’84,  “I  have  a son  in  your  crowd.” 
He  replied,  “We  see  your  flag.  Join  us  and  precede  our 
band.”  I did  so.  My  feet  responded  to  the  martial  air. 
I forgot  all  thought  of  fatigue.  I exulted  in  the  sol- 
dierly surroundings.  On  the  march  before  the  ball-game, 
a few  hundreds  had  cheered  ’54;  now  thousands  saw  its 
only  representative;  they  observed  my  youthful  step  that 
contrasted  with  my  white  beard  and  hair.  They  rose  in 
their  seats.  I saw  many  hands  pointing  me  out  to  others. 
I waved  the  pennon  toward  them.  Then  they  cheered 
again.  I responded  with  hat  in  one  hand  and  pennon  in 
the  other,  waving  them  rhythmically,  and  bowing  low  as 
I looked  up  to  their  friendly  faces.  At  the  same  time 
I kept  step  to  the  band’s  music.  And,  not  wishing  to 
lose  sight  of  their  hands  of  salutation,  or  seem  to  turn 
my  back  on  the  spectators,  I wheeled  about,  my  face 
toward  them  and  the  band ; but  still  keeping  step'  as  I 
walked  backward,  as  if  I was  colonel  of  a regiment. 
W’ith  head  erect  or  bowing,  my  arms  curved  from  side 
to  side,  waving  with  hat  and  flag,  as  if  beating  time  to 
music.  Every  motion  of  my  head,  arms,  body  and  feet 
was  synchronous  with  the  music.  Afterwards  friends 
joked  me  for  having  “danced.”  I was  enjoying  myself 
as  if  in  the  full  tide  of  youth.  The  plaudits  of  the  crowd 
were  an  ovation.  Leading  the  “pe-rade,”  I smiled  and 
bowed,  as  tier  after  tier  of  the  crowded  seats  rose  to 
cheer  me.  I was  told  afterwards  that,  had  all  that  crowd 
known  niy  name,  the  yell  for  “Nassau!”  would  have 
been  deafening. 

The  class  of  '84,  after  one  circuit,  filed  out  of  the  field. 
I would  have  left  them  at  this  i)oint,  but  their  leader 
invited  me  to  continue  with  them,  as  they  went  with  their 
band  to  salute  Mrs.  McCosli  and  others  of  the  professors, 
and  thence  on  to  the  campus.  There  I finally  left  them, 
but  I could  have  marched  to  that  music  for  miles. 

-\s  I wore  every  day  my  ’54  badge,  strangers  on  the 
street,  wearing  their  own  class  numbers,  would  salute 
me.  e.  g.,  “Siich-a-year  to  ’54!” 

On  Monday  morning,  the  13th.  I was  on  the  street,  and 
happened  to  meet  four  gentlemen  wearing  the  badge 


of  '79.  This  is  a very  important  class.  President  Wilson 
is  a member  of  it.  . It  has  many  rich  men  on  its  roll.  They 
had  just  built  and  presented  to  the  University  a large 
handsome  dormitory ; reserving  only  two  conditions,  viz. : 
that  at  Commencement  it  should  be  open  for  the  lodging 
of  any  of  their  members ; and  that  the  students  occupying 
it  should  be  their  sons  or  other  relatives  or  nominees. 
These  four  men  stopped  me  and  said:  “We  saw  vou 
enjoying  yourself  last  Saturday !”  “Yes,  I certainly 
was!”  “Are  there  many  of  your  class  here?”  “Only 
three  at  present;  but  more  will  come  for  our  meeting 
to-morrow.”  “When  do  you  have  your  banquet?”  “W'e 
shall  have  none;  only  a quiet  supper  at  our  secretary’s 
private  table.”  “We  had  ours  last  Friday.  We’re  hav- 
ing a smoker  to-night.  Come,  be  our  guest.”  “Thank 
you;  but  I am  going  to  the  concert;  and  that  will  not  be 
over  before  10  p.  m.”  “O  ! that’s  early ! Wc’ll  be  making 
a night  of  it.  Come  at  any  hour.”  “Thank  you;  I will.” 
After  the  concert  in  Alexander  Hall  that  night,  I went 
to  ’79  dormitory.  As  I pushed  open  the  door  I saw 
several  dozen  gentlemen,  each  with  his  silver  mug  of 
Apollinaris,  some  of  them  with  something  stronger,  sit- 
ting in  easy  attitudes  under  a canopy  of  smoke.  Among 
them  I recognized  a secretary  of  our  Foreign  Board,  and 
a professor  in  Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  I was 
about  to  drop  into  a vacant  seat  near  the  door.  But  some 
one  must  have  given  the  presiding  officer  a sign  that  I 
was  the  expected  guest.  I did  not  know  him  or  he  me;  T 
was  afterw'ards  told  that  he  was  Colonel  Wright,  of 
Wilkesbarre,  Pa.  He  called  out  in  a loud  voice,  “Come 
here!  to  this  seat!”  motioning  to  a large  chair  by  his  side, 
as  a seat  of  honor.  The  entire  company  rose  and  cheered 
me  as  I walked  forward  and  took  the  seat.  During  the 
cheering  Colonel  Wright  leaned  over  to  me  and  whis- 
pered, “What  is  the  name?”  “Nassau.”  He  jvimpcd  up 
and  said,  “Here ! fellows ! here’s  the  man  who  made  us 
all!”  -And  a toast  was  drunk  to  the  name;  and  the  com- 
pany standing  sang  “He's  a jolly  good  fellow.”  When 
they  had  resumed  their  seats,  I rose  and  said,  “Chairman  1 
I am  proud  to  be  the  father  of  so  fine  a looking  company 
of  men !”  I was  about  to  sit  down  again,  when  there 
were  cries  of  “Speech  ! speech  !”  and  with  the  occasion  and 
its  surroundings  spurring  me,  I remained  upon  my  feet 
and  said : 

“Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  ’79:  I thank  you  for 
the  honor  of  being  your  guest  (Voices:  “I'he  honor's 
ours!’)  and  for  the  privilege  of  making  a few  remarks. 
I know  what  ’79  means,  and  what  it  stands  for,  I appre- 
ciate the  invitation  that  brought  me  here;  and  will  men- 
tion an  incident  in  connection  with  it.  As  I was  walking 
inoffensively  this  morning  on  a street  of  this  good  town, 
I was  waylaid  by  four  men.  Had  it  been  out  West,  and 
had  their  garb  been  different,  .1  might  have  expected, 
‘Your  money  or  your  life!'  But  the  courteous  words  and 
cordial  manner  of  these  gentle  highwaymen  relieved  all 
fear.  (The  chairman,  ‘Can  you  point  them  out?  Isn’t 
that  fellow  one  of  them?’  ‘Yes;  he’s  one.’)  And  I found 
that  their  only  design  on  me  was  to  invite  me  to  your 
smoker.  But,  really,  Sir,  it  seems  to  me  somewhat  pre- 
posterous to  invite  to  a smoker  a man  who  doesn’t  know 
how  to  smoke!  (A  voice:  ‘How’s  that?’)  Well,  Sir,  if  I 
may  trespass  on  your  patience,  I’ll  tell  you  that  story  why. 
When  I was  a lad  I was  a good  boy.  (A  voice:  ‘Bet  you 
were!')  It  was  sufficient  that  niy  mother  said,  ‘My  son, 
I do  not  wish  you  to  smoke.’  Henceforward,  at  school 
and  University,  I sat  among  my  smoking  companions,  and 
never  touched  a cigar.  Later,  when  of  age,  in  the 
theological  seminary,  expecting  to  be  a foreign  mis- 
sionarv,  reading  of  different  countries  and  their  cus- 
toms, and  arguing  to  which  country  I should  go,  thinking 
of  Turkey  and  its  national  habit  of  smoking,  and  the

SQv  Rcju\]Enation. 

BY  REV.  R.  H.  XASS.\U,  rn>.,  OF  AFRICA. 

[The  following  was  prepared  for  a few  friends.  It  is  too  good 
to  keep  in  seclusion,  and  we  are  permitted  to  print  it.  It  almost 
makes  us  wish  we  were  a man  of  “old  Xassau.’*) 

I'lnvilling  as  I had  been  to  return  in  August,  1903, 
for  a furlough  to  the  United  States,  yet  I found  among 
other  compensations  one  great  one  in  the  fact  that  it  made 
possible  my  participation  in  a reunion  of  my  Princeton 
University  class  of  1854,  in  June,  1904,  on  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  our  graduation.  Both  offices  of  Class 
President  and  Class  Secretary  had  fallen  to  the  Rev. 
Lewis  C.  Baker,  an  Episcopalian  clergyman  residing  in 
Princeton,  X.  J.  I wrote  to  him  urging  him  to  bring  all 
his  influence  to  bear  in  inciting  the  surviving  members 
of  our  class  to  come  to  Princeton  for  the  commence- 
ment exercises  of  June  10  to  15,  1904. 

Our  class  had  graduated  eighty  men  of  whom  it  was 
supposed  twenty-seven  were  still  living,  but  only  twentv 
of  their  addresses  were  certainly  known.  Before  the 
Civil  War  Princeton  drew  a large  patronage  from  the 
South.  The  war  scattered  our  members,  and  in  the  ani- 
mosities of  the  contest  some  of  those  who  survived  in 
the  Soutli  lost  their  interest  in  the  college.  Moreover  the 
class  spirit  was  not  as  strong  in  the  classes  of  that  period 
as  it  has  been  in  those  of  the  last  twenty-five  years. 

Our  secretary  went  to  labor  and  expense,  giving  much 
sympathy  and  energy  to  his  correspondence,  but  was 
not  sanguine  of  results.  Of  the  class  of  1853  there  had 
been  present  at  their  fiftieth  anniversary  the  year  before 
only  three  members.  Baker  and  I went  over  our  class 
roll  and  counted  a dozen  names  of  men  residing  in  adja- 
cent States  that  we  thought  might  be  induced  to  come, 
and  correspondence  brought  conditional  promises  from  all, 
but  we  were  certain  of  only  three  besides  ourselves. 

The  later-graduated  classes  are  accustomed  to  come  up 
in  force,  thirty  to  fifty  in  number,  and  to  go  to  large 
expense  in  hiring  brass  bands,  rooms,  and  spreading  great 
banquets,  but  Baker  and  I knew  that  none  of  our  mem- 
bers had  the  time  or  strength,  and  few  the  means  to 
remain  in  Princeton  all  the  five  days  of  Commencement, 
and  that  there  would  be  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  those 
expected,  since  most  of  them  were  seventy  years  of  age, 
and  at  least  half  of  them  clergymen,  to  go  into  any  riotous 
banquet.  While  those  who  should  come  would  have  to 
bear  their  own  expenses  of  travel  and  board  and  lodging. 
Baker  kindlv  offered  to  entertain  us  at  his  own  house  and 
table  for  the  one  feast  of  our  reunion.  The  day  selected 
for  our  meeting  was  Tuesday,  June  14,  in  the  morning, 
and  the  entertainment  at  Baker’s  was  to  be  in  the  evening. 

Our  secretary  had  provided  silk  badges  in  Princeton 
colors  with  ‘‘'54”  printed  on  them,  to  be  pinned  on  our 
coat  lapels,  and  a little  pennon  in  orange  and  black  with 
the  legend  “P.  ’54”  sewed  on.  I found  friends  who  were 
interested  in  these  plans  for  ’54,  who  told  me  of  the 
variety  of  exercises,  entertainments,  games,  and  proces- 
sions which  University  traditions  had  built  up  since  I 
was  a student.  They  encouraged  the  growing  zeal  I 
manifested  under  increasing  health  and  strength,  and 
seconded  my  intention  to  enter  into  all  these  functions 
and  sports.  I bought  sets  of  tickets  for  almost  everything 
that  was  to  be  exhibited  during  the  five  Commencement 
days,  and  among  them  tickets  to  the  baseball  game  that 
was  to  be  played  on  Saturday  afternoon  between  Prince- 
ton and  Yale,  with  its  grand  “March  Around"  the  Uni- 
versity Athletic  Field,  both  before  and  after  the  game. 

Baker  thought  we  would  not  take  part  in  that  function, 
assigning  as  reason  our  age,  and  I imagine  he  also 
thought  it  would  be  undignified  for  our  clerical  profes^ 
sion.  But  I urged  that  it  was  usual,  that  men  of  all 
professions  took  part  in  it,  and  that  the  University  author- 


ities would  quite  appreciate  such  a demonstration  of 
loyalty  by  the  oldest  class  present.  So  he  yielded  to  mv 
plea  that  we  could  walk  with  dignity,  leaving  youthful 
antics  for  the  younger  classes  behind  us. 

Academic  gowns  are  required  for  the  procession  into 
Alexander  Hall  on  Commencement  Day,  and  the  gown 
of  my  honored  professor  in  Hebrew  when  I was  a stu- 
dent in  Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  the  late  Rev. 
William  Henry  Green.  D.D.,  LL.D.,  was  placed  at  my 
disposal.  I bought  a Doctorate  of  Divinity  Cap  and 
Hood,  the  latter,  in  its  lining,  by  its  colors,  showing  the 
source  of  the  title,  the  University  of  Ponnsvlvania.  This 
expense  might  seem  extravagant  for  use  on  probably  only 
this  one  occasion,  but  it  was  a great  one  to  me,  and  the 
sight  of  these  things  will  waken  bright  memories  on  my 
return  to  Africa,  will  gratify  my  relatives  and  friends, 
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and  they  themselves  are  a token  of  an  honor  that  has 
come  into  my  life.  Moreover  there  is  a possibility  that 
I may  live  to  return  from  Africa  and  wear  them  on  some 
other  Academic  occasion. 

On  Saturday  afternoon  I went  to  the  campus  where 
the  classes  were  to  form  in  procession  in  order  of  their  . 
age  to  march  to  the  University  Field.  Oh  that  campus./ 
One’s  blood  was  stirred  by  the  shouts  and  songs  and 
bands  and  bright  colors  and  various  badges  and  flags, 
and  amused  by  the  humorous  dress  of  some  of  the 
younger  classes.  The  Marshal  was  arranging  the 
classes  in  the  order  of  their  age,  mostly  decennial.  There 
was  only  one  other  “’54"  man  besides  Baker  and  myself, 
and  he  was  a Presbyterian  clergyman  from  Oneida,  N.  Y., 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Jessup.  D.D.  Our  greetings  were 
earnest,  but  the  blood  of  my  comrades  was  not  stirred  as 
was  mine.  They  spoke  of  our  advancing  years,  but 
seeing  my  enthusiasm,  they  appointed  me  to  carry  the 
pennon  that  Baker  had  brought. 

We  three  of  “’54”  were  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
parade.  Xext  to  us  was  “’74"  with  a brass  band.  Its 
stirring  notes  only  a few  yards  behind  me  fire<l  my  already

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  the  16th  inst . , the 
Africa  Committee  reported  that  it  had  given  further  consideration  to 
your  resignation  and  had  consulted  with  your  relative,  the  Rev.  Charles 
R.  Erdman,  D.  D.,  and  through  him  with  Mr.  Hugh  Hamill,  and  that  inas- 
much as  you  state  in  your  letter  of  August  1st  that  you  desir;  ♦o  re- 
turn to  this  country  next  spring  anyway,  the  Committee  recommended  that 
action  be  deferred  on  your  resignation  until  that  time.  The  Board  al- 
so cordially  approved  your  request  for  permission  to  return  in  the 
spring  at  the  expense  of  the  Board  and  I am  notifying  the  Mission  by 
this  mail,  so  that  the  Mission  Treasurer  will  be  authorized  to  advance 
the  necessary  funds.
